When, in the British Parliament, Aneur 
in Besan protested against tile bombing of 
the power plants on the Vain. without prior 
notice to Great Britain, Anthony Eden was 
embarrassed,

\cheson. Thev both seemed to be very 
p ilugetic. The United States provides 90 
per cent of the men, the whole of the cost 
and the responsibility for the Korean War, 
apart from such contributions as the South 
Koreans are making and which cannot be 
ignored. 
Great Britain’s contributions to the Unit­ 
ed Nations police action are so insignifi- 
eant that it would have mattered little, 
from a practical standpoint, if they were 
not there at all. The Bussell Committee 
hearings into the dismissal of G e n e r a I 
MacArthur established that matters of mil­ 
itary strategy as well as political policy re­ 
sumed the acquiescence of 13 nations, al­ 
though few of the 13 contributed anything 
of vital importance to the Korean War.

A SEVERE pain In the back, 
usually 
sudden 
and 
without 
warning, may come from a kidney 
•tone. Known is kidney colic, 
this can be one of the severest 
and most crippling pains expe­ 
rienced by man. 
The pain may seem to spread 
to the front of tire abdomen, 
down towards the bladder, or 
even down the leg. Sometimes it 
lasts only a few seconds, then 
leaves completely However, many 
cases last for hours, taxing the 
person to the limit of his endur­ 
ance of pain. 


Pain Usually Returns 
A person may sutler a single 
attal k of ceile and never have 
ant ther However, the usual story 
is pain that returns hourly, daily, 
or * vt a monthly or yearly. 
During an attack, the person Is 
extremely restless. He is cold, 
p spiring, and sshen in color, 
and his pain is often exem pt­ 
ing. Usually, blood appears in the 
urine. 
The e symptoms are produced 
as the kidney stone passes down 
tim ugh the ureter, which is the 
tube from th* kidney lo the blad­ 
der. Many times a stone gets 
stuck in Re passage on this route 


and causes the severe pain. 
8.mtlar attacks of colic can 
come from other conditions, such 
as tumor* In the ureter, severe 
infection, or hemorrhage In this 
area 
U n ally, an attack of kidney 
colic is so severe that It calls for 
a heavy dose of a sedative to re­ 
lieve the pain. Once relieved, the 
person .should be X-rayed to de- 
t* rmined whether the stone is 
still present. This is best done 
by injecting a dye in the vein, 
which is concentrated by the kid­ 
ney. Thus, the exact location of 
the stone may be seen on the 
X-ray screen. 
Many tin.es It becomes neces­ 
sary to pawl a tube into the blad­ 
der and up into the ureter. The 
tube may men be used to prod the 
st* lit loose.
